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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendments to the claims submitted after the Final action would require further consideration with 
respect to the enablement rejection and with respect to further search considerations. Specifically, Applicant's amendment from a method 
"for detecting in vivo CCI-779 activity in a patent having a solid tumor", to a method "for detecting in vivo CCI-779 activity in a patient having 
renal cell carcinoma (RCC)" in combination with the addition of the step (ii) concerning the further definition of the reference expression 
profile, appear to substantially narrow the scope of the claims which appears to address some of the enablement issues but which still 
require consideration as to a scope of enablement requirement and are also limitations which together require further search 
considerations as well . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the proposed amendments to the claims submitted 
after the Final action would require further consideration with respect to the enablement rejection and further search considerations. Based 
upon the non-entry of Applicant's amendments to the claims, Applicant's arguments are moot. However, the further definition of the 
reference sample in combination with the further limitation of a patient having RCC (as opposed to a patient having a solid tumor), appears 
to substantially narrow the scope of the claims.
